PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  which  ended  on  31  December  1968. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  four,  representing 
a decrease  of  four  from  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  was  one  regis- 
tered stillbirth  but  no  infants  died  before  the  first  birthday.  No  woman  died  as 
a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twelve,  a decrease  of  ten  from  the  figure 
for  1967.  Three  people  died  of  heart  disease,  three  of  cancer  and  one  died  of 
1 stroke' . 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  1968.  No  new 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  and  no  person  died  of  the  disease.  In  order  to 
trace  all  contacts  of  a notified  case  of  tuberculosis,  the  Department  works  in 
conjunction  with  the  local  chest  physician. 

In  1965  a proposal  to  inquire  into  tho  alleged  abuse  of  antibiotics  in 
animals  and  poultry  was  made  (Anderson  and  Lewis)  and  this  proposal  received  the 
support  of  two  editorials  in  the  British  Medical  J ournal  during  that  year.  Soon 
afterwards  tho  Netherthor po  Committee  representing  the  Medical  Research  Council 
and  the  Agricultural  Research  Council  recommended  that  an  inquiry  should  bo  ma.de 
into  tho  use  of  antibiotics  in  livestock,  and  this  recommendation  was  accepted 
by  the  Ministry  of  He  lth  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  in  1967 . 

Professor  M.  M.  Swann,  F.R.S.,  the  Principal  and  Vice-Chancellor  of 
Edinburgh  University  was  nominated  as  chairman  of  this  review  body  whose  terms 
of  reference  were  !,to  obtain  information  about  the  present  and  prospective  use

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of  antibiotics  in  animal  husbandry  and  veterinary  medicine,  with  particular  re- 
ference to  the  phenomenon  of  infective  drug  resistance,  to  consider  the  impli- 
cations for  animal  husbandry  and  also  for  human  and  animal  health,  and  to  make 
re  c onne  ndati onsM . 

The  recommendations  of  the  Swann  review  body  are  awaited  with  great  interest 
for  they  will  be  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  field  of  human  health.  Especial 
significance  will  be  attached  as  to  whether  or  not  the  caso  for  prohibiting  the 
systemic  administration  of  chloramphenicol,  ampicillin  and  neomycin  to  livestock 
is  upheld,  since  preservation  of  sensitivity  to  th.„so  antibiotics  is  vital  to 
human  health.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending  on 
31  December  1968. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water  supply  for  the 
whole  of  the  district.  The  supply  of  water  was  reasonably  plentiful  throughout 
the  year  and  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  a3-l  1 curd  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  whole  °f  the  district  comprising  approximately  four  hundred  and  seventy 
dwelling  houses  and  a population  of  approximately  nine  hundred  is  supplied  from 
the  mains. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEVURAuS 

The  sewerage  system  in  the  main,  has  functioned  quite  satisfactorily  through- 
out the  year.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  a settling  tank  on  the  Dolau  Beach 
and  the  resultant  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  sea. 

No  evidence  of  pollution  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

It  should  be  appreciated  that  the  sewerage  system,  which  was  designed  for 
the  town  many  years  ago,  cannot  be  expected  to  cope  indefinitely  with  the  demands 
placed  on  it  particularly  during  the  holiday  season. 

Difficulty  was  again  experienced  during  the  holiday  period,  when  excessive 
pumping  from  sumps  within  caravan  sites  crowded  with  caravan  dwellers , caused 
high  discharge  and  surging  in  the  public  sewers  and  storm  water  relief  overflows 
had  to  be  brought  into  use  when  the  streams  into  which  they  discharged  carried 
very  little  water. 

This  problem  was  overcame,  however,  by  the  site  operators  being  instructed 
to  adjust  their  pumps,  to  pump  a ’little  and  often’.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  employees  and  this  service  covers  the 
whole  area  of  the  Urban  District. 

Refuse  disposal  takes  place  at  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Council1  s refuse  tip 
at  Rhydeinion,  which  is  four  to  five  miles  from  New  Quay.  The  covering  and  cort- 
trol  of  the  tip  is  carried  out  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

The  collection  of  refuse  during  the  holiday  period  presents  the  Council  with 
their  most  time  consuming  problem.  The  twice  weekly  collection  involves  the  whole 
of  the  labour  force  for  the  greater  part  of  the  week. 

By  far  the  greatest  volume  of  refuse  consists  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard 
boxes  and  these  items  rapidly  fill  the  collection  vehicle,  which  then  has  to 
travel  to  the  tip  some  four  miles  away. 

The  occupiers  of  the  business  premises  have  again  been  asked  to  co-operate 
and  flatten  all  boxes  to  prevent  voids,  and  this  is  having  the  desired  effect. 

Litter 


Much  is  being  done  to  try  to  make  the  public  tt litter  conscious”  and  the 
provision  of  ample  and  more  attractive  litter  bins  might  help  towards  this  end. 

De spire  the  publicity  given  to  this  failing  on  television  and  in  the 
national  press,  members  of  the  public  continue  to  leave  the  beaches  and  quay  side 
in  a filthy  condition,  and  this  gives  any  resort  a bad  name  - it  is  ironical  that 
it  is  the  very  people  who  come  to  enjoy  our  clean  beaches,  are  the  ones  who  com- 
plain when  they  arrive  on  the  beach  next  morning  and  find  it  littered  with  their 
own  rubbish.

The  caravan  sites  are  fairly  well  maintained.  Two  of  the  sites  are  self- 
contained  in  that  shops  and  licensed  clubs  are  available  to  the  caravan-dwellers 
on  the  site  concerned. 

The  caravan  population  at  the  height  of  the  season  is  approximately  1,900, 
but  taking  into  account  sites  which  are  within  a mile  radius  of  New  Quay, 
approximately  another  500  caravan  pitches  are  to  be  found,  giving  a grand  total 
of  around  4,000.  Many  of  these  caravan-dwellers  leave  their  pitches  to  visit 
New  Quay  and  cause  the  public  services  to  be  extended  to  their  utmost  capacity.
